When reaching for a poppy, 
remember what it represents 


T he use of the 
poppy was 
inspired by the 
First World War poem 
In Flanders Fields. Its 
opening lines refer 
to the masses of red 
poppies that were the 
first flowers to grow 
in the earth above 
soldiers’ graves in 
Flanders, in Belgium. 

The sea of red 
represents the blood of 
fallen soldiers. 

Since 1921, it has 
been a reminder of the 
117,000 Canadians who 
have died in all conflicts 
dating back to 1914. 

But although for 
decades the poppy has 
elicited images of the 
aging veterans of the 
Second World War, that 
picture is changing. 

The numbers of 
those veterans are 
dwindling, and now 
we’re seeing people 
of all ages, sometimes 
referred to as modem 
veterans, who have 
served in more recent 
conflicts and in peace¬ 
keeping missions 
abroad. It’s a reminder 
that Canada continues 


to send soldiers into 
conflict, to serve, and 
sometimes to sacrifice 
their lives. 

We wear a poppy in 
remembrance of all 
of Canada’s military 
missions and military 
heroes, those who 
served our country 
to help keep us, and 
others, safe. 

But although the 
poppy brings forth 
strong emotions, it 
also has its practical 
purposes. It helps us 
remember, yes, but it 
also helps those who 
served. 

The money raised 
in donations from 
poppies is spent to 
help veterans of all 
ages and from all 
theatres of war, with 
assistance for daily 
living and whatever 
might make their lives 
more comfortable. 

While it’s collected 
by Royal Canadian 
Legion branches across 
the country, it cannot 
be spent on operations 
for those branches, 
or capital costs of 
maintaining buildings. 


It is for the most part 
spent locally, where 
collected, although a 
portion can be directed 
to areas where there are 
insufficient donations 
to support veterans. 

Assistance can 
include housing 
accommodations, 
medical training and 
research, support for 
drop-in centers and 
Meals on Wheels, 
and accessibility 
modifications such 
as wheelchairs, 
prosthetics, or 
special beds. It can 
pay for dental care, 


prescriptions. 

It can be given 
directly to veterans in 
need or their families, 
or it can go to long- 


or hospitals to benefit 
veterans. 

And while it may seem 
like those might be the 
needs of our senior 
veterans, that is not 
necessarily the case - 
there are many returning 
now who are in need. 

No veteran, no 
matter how or where 


he or she served, 
should live in need as 
a result of his or her 
service. That should be 
another reminder of 
the image of the poppy. 

Last year, the Royal 
Canadian Legion's 
annual poppy 
campaign raised 
$14-million. 

When we reach for a 
poppy, we should be as 
generous as we’re able. 

Here are a few tips 
on proper poppy 
etiquette: 

• The poppy should 
be worn as close to the 
heart as possible or 
on the left lapel of the 
outermost garment. 

• The poppy should 
only be worn during 
the Remembrance 
period, starting on the 
last Friday of October 
and ending at midnight 
on Nov. 11, or at other 
veteran-related special 

• The poppy should

• An old poppy 
should never be 
reused.

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New school to be called John Brant Public School

For the first time in the Dis¬ 
trict School Board of Niagara’s 
history, a school will be named 

S The town's new west end 
school, at 143 Ridge Rd., will be 
called John Brant Public 
School when it opens next 
September. 

“I love the name,” school 
board trustee Dave Schaubel 


“With this new name, I look for¬ 
ward to seeing the school culture 
develop as students collaborate on 

school identity, such as a new 

According to Schaubel, the 
name “gives something for the 
kids to rally around” and will 
unite students from Bertie Pub¬ 
lic School, Crystal Beach Public 
School and former Ridgeway 
Public School when they come 
together to form one brand new 
school. 

He said the name is also 


significant to the area because 
of John Brant's ties to the War of 
1812. 

Born in 1794, John Brant was a 
Mohawk chief and a government 
official. He made history as the first 
indigenous lawmaker in 
parliament. 

The elementary school’s name¬ 
sake led the Mohawk in the Battle 
of Queenston Heights during the 
War of 1812. 

Following the war, Brant 
worked tirelessly to secure Six 
Nations’ land rights and have 
the British provide the Six 


Nations with deeds to their 
lands. John Brant was elected to 
the Upper Canada Legislative 
assembly in 1830.

Niagara Parks Commission asks for public input on marina redevelopment

The Niagara Parks Commission 
has identified three potential 
options for improvements to Mill¬ 
er's Creek Marina. 

The options were unveiled to 
approximately 75 people during a 
public consultation session held 
last Thursday at the Old Visitor 
Centre at Old Fort Erie. Janice 
Thompson, NPC chairman, said 
the goal of the evening was to gain 
“community feedback on the con¬ 
cepts,” “to identify preferred fea- 


ments need to be added.” 

Participants received a presenta¬ 
tion about the options and were 
given an opportunity to break into 
smaller groups for a discussion 

The first option for the water¬ 
front development is the reha¬ 
bilitation of the current marina 
within the existing water area. 
The aging property facility 
would be rehabilitated over the 
course of a five to 10-year 
period. 

The second option would call 


for more public access to the 
shoreline, more amenities such 
as an improved convenience 
building and a new Blue Flag 
accreditation for the marina, 
which is awarded to beaches 
and marinas that have strict 
criteria dealing with water 

management. 

The third option also includes 
achieving Blue Flag accreditation. 
It would call for the integration of 
the marina into a resort commu¬ 
nity and include additional public 
shoreline enhancements such as a 


new pedestrian promenade and 
improved convenience facilities. 

Thompson said NPC con¬ 
ducted a number of community 
and stakeholder consultations 

Niagara Parks Marina at Miller’s 
Creek last June. 

The NPC later completed a mar¬ 
ket study, which considered a 
range of marina development uses 
for the site and outlined the trends, 
size of the market and level of 
demand. 

Thompson added that the NPC 
will issue a request for information 


to determine any third-party inter¬ 
est to undertake future develop¬ 
ment of the marina. 

The feedback from the com¬ 
munity consultation meeting, 
the market study and the 
request for information will help 
guide the NPC toward a pre¬ 
redevelopment of Miller’s Creek 
Marina.
